Memo  from  President  Orr: 


Advancing  excellence  at  Presbyterian  College 


During  the  past  decade  Presbyterian  College  has  benefited 
from  advances  made  in  many  areas.  This  list  is  suggestive 
but  certainly  not  exhaustive: 

•  The  faculty  has  been  enlarged  with  new  teaching  posi- 

tions added  to  seven  departments.  Three  new  faculty 
positions  are  being  added  this  fall  and  will  maintain 
our  student-to-facuUy  ratio  of  15  to  1. 

•  Enrollment  has  risen  to  1,043  while  applications  for  the 

freshman  class  totaled  1,200  in  1986. 

•  The  value  of  the  endowment  has  more  than  tripled  to  $20 

million;  the  operating  budget  has  tripled  to  $12.9 
million. 

•  Faculty  and  staff  salaries  have  been  raised  to  levels  com- 

petitive with  other  strong  church-related  liberal  arts 
colleges. 

•  A  growing  academic  scholarship  program  now  attracts 

several  hundred  applications  annually  from  students 
with  outstanding  ability  and  promise. 

•  Springs  Campus  Center  and  Jacobs  Hall  (to  be  com- 

pleted this  summer)  have  been  completely  rebuiU  at  a 
total  cost  of  $3. 1  million  and  will  provide  superb  new 
social  and  academic  facilities. 

•  Financial  aid  for  students  has  tripled  and  now  totals  $3.8 

million. 

•  Two  new  computer  centers  serve  academic  and  adminis- 

trative operations.  Next  fall,  three  computer  labs  will 
be  available  to  students. 

•  Two  new  academic  departments.  Political  Science  and 

Physics  and  Computer  Science,  have  been  organized; 
next  fall  they  will  be  served  by  seven  faculty  members. 

•  With  a  record  41%  of  alumni  making  gifts,  annual  giving 

has  increased  96%  since  1980.  Total  gifts  from  alumni 
and  friends  in  1986  set  a  new  record  of  $6.2  million. 

•  Bailey  Stadium  has  been  refurbished  and  a  new  all- 

weather  track  surface  installed. 

•  Faculty  development  grants  now  fund  special  summer 

study  opportunities  in  the  U.S.  and  abroad. 

•  The  unique  Russell  Project  endowment  provides  new 

insights  into  the  pervasive  role  that  media  has  in  the 
20th  century. 
We  are  grateful  to  you  who  have  made  this  progress 
possible.  Thanks  to  you  PC  has  good  momentum  as  it 
nears  the  final  decade  of  the  20th  century. 

But  what  does  the  future  hold?  Can  we  pull  back  the 
curtain  and  describe  a  new  era  of  advancement?  We  can 


try!  For  the  past  eleven  months  a  select  committee  of  twelve 
has  diligently  tried  as  it  went  through  eleven  drafts  of  a  new 
comprehensive  plan,  following  interim  reviews  by  faculty, 
alumni.  Board  of  Visitors,  Board  of  Trustees,  etc. 

The  final  draft  has  now  been  approved  and  printed.  It  is 
entitled  "Building  From  Strength."  It  projects  a  bright  and 
bold  future  for  PC.  Here  are  some  highlights:  an  academic 
program  that  continues  to  grow  in  depth,  dimension  and 
quality;  an  endowment  of  $35-40  million;  an  enrollment  of 
1,100  to  1,200  with  students  of  diversity  and  dedication  to 
learning;  an  enlarged  campus  with  several  new  buildings  as 
well  as  the  renovation  of  our  dormitories  and  Neville  Hall; 
a  Venture  Fund  to  assist  the  beginning  of  creative  new 
programs;  and  a  national  reputation  for  educational  excel- 
lence and  integrity  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences.

Alumnus  Walter  Wells  to  address  211  graduating  seniors  from  his 
perspective  as  the  editor  of  the  International  Herald  Tribune. 


Mother's  Day  at  Presbyterian  College  once  again 
will  brighten  parental  hearts  when  211  degrees 
are  awarded  sons  and  daughters  at  the  104th 
Commencement  exercises. 

And  it's  a  bright  day  for  PC  to  bring  alumnus  Walter  N. 
Wells  back  to  the  campus  as  featured  speaker  for  the  May 
10  program.  This  1965  graduate,  who  serves  as  editor  of  the 
International  Herald  Tribune,  also  will  receive  an  honorary 
doctor  of  letters  degree  as  part  of  the  ceremonies  that  offi- 
cially close  the  1986-87  academic  year. 

Two  leading  ministers  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
(USA)  will  be  awarded  honorary  doctor  of  divinity  degrees 
at  this  time.  They  are:  Dr.  Wade  P.  Huie,  Jr.,  professor  of 
Homiletics  at  Columbia  Theological  Seminary;  and  George 
Daniel  McCall,  senior  minister  of  the  Reid  Memorial  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Augusta,  Ga. 

Dr.  Huie  has  accepted  the  invitation  to  preach  the 
morning  baccalaureate  sermon,  scheduled  to  start  at  10:30 
in  Belk  Auditorium.  For  the  closing  Commencement  pro- 
gram, with  degree  presentations  and  Wells'  address,  the 
scene  will  shift  to  the  larger  arena  of  Templeton  Physical 
Education  Center  to  accommodate  the  crowd.  Its  robed 
processional  will  enter  at  2:30  p.m.  on  the  strains  of  Scot- 
tish bagpipe  music. 

Among  the  21 1  seniors  acquiring  baccalaureate  degrees 
are  22  cadets  who  qualify  for  Army  commissions  on  the 
basis  of  their  ROTC  training  here.  They  will  be  inducted 
into  service  at  9:00  a.m.  in  official  ceremonies  led  by  Ltc. 
Albert  C.  Todd,  a  1966  PC  graduate  now  completing  his 
three-year  tour  as  professor  of  military  science  here. 

Orr  and  Harrington  to  preside  over  program 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  will  preside  at  the  baccalau- 
reate service.  He  also  will  take  a  leading  part  in  the  after- 
noon Commencement  program  in  cooperation  with  Trus- 
tee Chairman  W.  Frank  Harrington  as  presiding  officer. 
Dr.  Harrington  is  a  1957  PC  graduate  who  serves  as  senior 
minister  of  Atlanta's  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church. 

When  Americans  travel  abroad,  one  item  that  becomes 
a  most  welcomed  sight  is  the  International  Herald  Tribune, 
the  English-language  newspaper  now  distributed  in  143 
countries  and  owned  jointly  by  The  New  York  Times  Co. 
and  the  Washington  Post  Co.  It  is  published  in  Paris,  and 
here  Walter  Wells  resides  as  its  editor. 

The  PC  alumnus  joined  the  Paris  staff  in  1980,  one  year

later  was  promoted  to  the  editorship  and  recently  com- 
pleted his  sixth  year  in  that  capacity.  Before  going  to  Paris, 
Wells  was  an  assistant  national  editor  at  The  New  York 
Times.  He  had  joined  this  staff  in  1972  after  seven  years 
with  the  Richmond  (Va.)  Times- Dispatch.  A  native  of 
McConnells,  S.C.,  he  began  his  newspaper  career  as  a 
police  reporter  with  the  Rock  Hill  Evening  Herald  soon 
after  earning  his  BA  degree  with  a  major  in  English  from 
Presbyterian  College. 

Dr.  Wade  Huie  has  served  prominently  on  the  seminary 
faculty  for  30  years  and  been  active  in  the  work  of  the 
Presbyterian  General  Assembly.  In  addition,  he  has  taught 
as  a  visiting  professor  at  other  institutions  in  this  country 
and  in  mission  fields  abroad.  He  also  appears  frequently  as 
a  campus  lecturer  and  a  guest  minister  in  churches,  and  he 
conducts  workshops  on  the  subject  "Worship  and  Preach- 
ing." A  native  of  Elberton,  he  received  his  BA  degree  from 
Emory  University,  divinity  degree  from  Columbia  Semi- 
nary and  PhD  from  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

Dan  McCall  is  being  cited  for  his  work  as  minister  of 
the  Reid  Memorial  Church  since  1975.  Before  that  he 
served  the  Starmount  Presbyterian  Church  of  Greensboro, 
N.  C,  for  four  years  after  earlier  ministries  in  Brevard  and 
Highlands,  N.  C.  His  interest  in  higher  education  has  been 
reflected  in  service  on  the  trustee  boards  of  Davidson  and 
Montreat-Anderson  colleges.  After  his  BS  in  economics 
from  Davidson  and  three  years  of  Army  service,  this  Mar- 
ion, N.  C,  native  earned  a  master  of  divinity  degree  from 
Columbia  Seminary  and  master  of  theology  from  Prince- 
ton Seminary.  He  is  presently  a  doctor  of  ministry  candi- 
date at  Columbia  Seminary.

And  special  honor  will  be  accorded 
Society  member  Dillard  Jacobs  of  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  a  grandson  of  Founder 
Jacobs,  in  recognition  of  his  support  as 
one  of  PC's  most  generous  benefactors. 
Although  he  is  unable  to  attend  the 
dinner,  his  gift  with  family  designations 
will  be  announced  as  outlined  below.

With  $800,659  trust  gift: 


Dillard  Jacobs  endows  memorials  to  grandparents 


The  Jacobs  heritage,  so  much  a  part  of  Presbyterian 
College  history,  finds  another  mode  of  expression  in 
1987  through  a  trust  gift  of  $800,659  from  Dillard  Jacobs  of 
Nashville,  Tenn. 

When  these  funds  become  operative,  they  will  endow 
two  separate  scholarships  named  in  honor  of  his  grand- 
father and  great-grandfather  to  assist  worthy  students  in 
attending  PC. 

The  William  Plumer  Jacobs  Scholarship  is  to  memorial- 
ize Dillard  Jacobs'  grandfather,  who  founded  Presbyterian 
College  in  1880.  Born  in  1842,  he  had  a  remarkable  career 
of  service  that  also  included  being  pastor  of  Clinton's  First 
Presbyterian  Church  for  47  years  and  the  founder  of 
Thorn  well  Orphanage.  By  the  time  of  his  death  in  1917,  he 
was  considered  one  of  South  Carolina's  most  outstanding 
citizens. 

The  Ferdinand  Jacobs  Scholarship  honors  the  memory 
of  Dillard's  great-grandfather,  whose  years  of  diverse  ser- 
vice as  a  Presbyterian  minister  and  educator  would  suggest 
a  pattern  for  subsequent  generations.  A  native  of  Alexan- 
dria, Va.,  who  lived  from  1808  to  1894,  he  was  educated  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College  and  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Virginia  before  coming  to  South  Carolina.  Here  he 
served  as  pastor  of  the  Yorkville  Presbyterian  Church  and 
of  the  Second  Church  in  Charleston,  where  he  founded  an 
academy  for  girls.  He  later  founded  the  Laurensville  girls' 
academy  in  what  is  now  Laurens  County  and  taught  there 
both  before  and  after  the  Civil  War.  His  presence  in  this 
area  was  responsible  for  son  William  Plumer  Jacobs  com- 
ing to  Clinton. 

Dillard  Jacobs,  who  established  the  two  scholarships 
through  a  charitable  remainder  unitrust,  had  a  long  and 
distinguished  career  on  the  faculty  of  Vanderbilt  Univer- 
sity. Upon  his  retirement  several  years  ago,  he  was  desig- 
nated professor  emeritus  of  mechanical  engineering.  He 


earned  his  engineering  degree  at  Vanderbilt  in  1932  and  two 
years  later  received  his  master's  degree  from  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology. 

Dillard  Jacobs  was  born  in  Clinton  during  the  six-year 
period  ( 1 908- 1 4)  that  his  father— an  1 892  PC  graduate  with 
MD  from  the  Medical  College  of  South  Carolina — was  a 
chemistry  professor  at  Presbyterian  College.  His  father 
later  moved  to  Atlanta  and  founded  an  advertising  agency 
and  the  Calatab  Co.  Dillard's  mother  was  the  former 
Louise  Burr  of  a  prominent  Nashville  family. 

In  making  the  scholarship  arrangements,  Dillard  Ja- 
cobs said:  "Though  I  am  well-removed  from  my  grand- 
father and  his  father  in  time,  I  am  convinced  that  one  of  the 
finest  things  any  of  us  can  do  is  to  support  our  better  educa- 
tional institutions." 

Abrams  Scholarship  established 

An  additional  gift  brings  to  $40,000  the  growing  fund  estab- 
lished in  the  PC  endowment  as  the  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  A. 
Abrams,  Jr.,  Scholarship. 

It  comes  from  Mrs.  Abrams  of  College  Park,  Md.,  who 
made  an  initial  contribution  for  half  of  the  amount  last  year 
and  indicates  plans  to  build  the  scholarship  fund  to  at  least 
$100,000  over  the  next  few  years. 

A  retired  budget  analyst  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, she  is  a  strong  friend  of  Presbyterian  College  and  the 
widow  of  an  alumnus. 

The  scholarship  is  named  in  her  honor  and  also  as  a 
memorial  to  her  late  husband,  Robert  A.  Abrams,  Jr.  He 
earned  his  PC  degree  in  1932  and  had  a  successful  career  as 
a  Maryland  businessman  prior  to  his  death  in  1985. 

The  broad  scholarship  guidelines  provide  for  awards  to 
be  made  "on  the  basis  of  need  to  students  who  are  moti- 
vated to  help  themselves." 


Psychology  combines  graduate  school  preparation 
with  flexible  approach  toward  career  interests 


Diverse  program  gains  in  popularity 


Diversity  of  program  and  a  balanced  faculty 
form  the  main  strengths  of  the  Presbyterian 
College  approach  to  psychology.  It's  a  popu- 
lar department  that  draws  good  reviews  from 
alumni  majors. 

"Our  curriculum  has  two  objectives,"  department  chair- 
man Marion  T.  (Tim)  Gaines  IV  pointed  out.  "First,  there 
is  the  commitment  to  provide  a  sound  background  in  the 
discipline,  especially  for  those  students  headed  for  graduate 
study.  Then,  once  the  foundation  is  provided,  we  try  to  add 
flexibility  so  that  other  psychology  students  can  direct  their 
major  toward  an  area  in  which  they're  interested." 

PC  graduates  who  continue  their  study  at  the  university 
level  report,  without  exception,  that  graduate  school  is 
easily  handled  after  their  preparation  here.  Deborah  Mauk, 
1982  alumna  currently  in  a  high-powered  PhD  program  at 
Vanderbilt  University,  credits  the  background  and  maturity 
gained  during  her  PC  undergraduate  days  for  much  of  the 
confidence  with  which  she  now  proceeds. 

Like  Deborah,  others  with  Presbyterian  College  degrees 
have  received  attractive  fellowships  in  psychology  for 
further  study  at  leading  universities.  Many  of  these  alumni 
now  have  established  themselves  as  teachers  and  counse- 
lors, key  administrators  in  a  variety  of  institutions  and 
agencies,  and  as  consulting  psychologists  in  private  practice.

Approximately  three-fourths  of  the  psychology  majors 
desire  to  postpone  further  study  after  graduation  or  prefer 
to  enter  directly  upon  careers  in  the  world  of  work.  Here, 
the  flexibility  of  their  preparation  becomes  apparent  as 


they  achieve  success  in  a  wide  variety  of  occupations.  The 
range  includes  such  fields  as  teaching,  guidance,  business 
(banking,  sales,  real  estate,  industrial  management,  adver- 
tising and  public  relations),  vocational  rehabilitation,  men- 
tal health  counseling,  special  education,  and  other  areas 
that  deal  with  social  services  and  human  relations. 

Studying  within  the  PC  program  of  career-oriented  lib- 
eral arts  and  sciences,  all  students  first  receive  the  broad 
cultural  benefits  of  general  education  requirements  in  Eng- 
lish, history,  religion,  science,  social  science,  mathematics 
and  foreign  language.  Departmental  majors,  including  psy- 
chology, build  upon  this  foundation. 

Twenty-four  courses,  ranging  from  the  introductory 
one  to  research  and  off-campus  internships,  compose  the 
psychology  curriculum  leading  to  either  the  BS  or  BA 
degree.  From  this  range,  majors  are  required  to  take  certain 
core  courses — Experimental  Study  of  Behavior,  Tests  and 
Measurements,  Systems  and  Theories  of  Psychology — and 
to  select  at  least  one  course  from  each  of  the  three  groups 
listed  below: 

Group  I — Child  Psychology,  Adolescent  Psychology, 
Adulthood  &  Aging;  Group  II — Abnormal  Psychology, 
The  Psychology  of  Personality,  Social  Psychology;  and 
Group  III — Physiological  Psychology,  and  two  Experi- 
mental Psychology  courses  entitled  Learning  &  Behavior 
and  Cognition. 

These  courses  and  other  electives — plus  related  electives 
from  other  disciplines — require  decisions,  and  here 
students  encounter  one  of  the  hallmarks  of  Presbyterian 
College.  Like  departments  campus-wide,  the  professors  of 
psychology  give  close  individual  attention  as  advisors  to 
their  students.  They  work  directly  with  each  individual  in

planning  a  program  that  is  consistent  with  his  or  her  career 
aspirations.  And  beyond  this  attention,  the  teachers  encour- 
age warm  personal  relationships  based  on  friendship  and 
mutual  respect. 

Four  full-time  professors  make  up  the  faculty  of  the 
psychology  department.  All  hold  doctoral  degrees,  and  the 
diversity  of  their  training  provides  a  balance  that  touches 
all  important  areas  of  the  psychology  discipline.  Their  cre- 
dentials and  activities  reflect  competence,  scholarship  and 
professionalism. 

Dr.  Tim  Gaines,  an  associate  professor  with  13  years  on 
the  PC  faculty,  holds  the  PhD  degree  in  experimental  psy- 
chology from  Florida  State  University.  After  serving  as  an 
able  department  chairman  since  1982,  he  rotates  out  of  this 
responsibility  at  the  close  of  the  current  session  while  con- 
tinuing with  his  full  classroom  load. 

Dr.  Ann  B.  Stidham  is  the  veteran  of  the  department,  a 
full  professor  now  completing  20  years  since  her  first  class 
in  1967.  In  addition  to  her  EdD  degree  in  counseling  and 
educational  psychology  from  the  University  of  Tennessee, 
she  is  a  licensed  counseling  psychologist  in  Tennessee  and 
South  Carolina  and  has  the  certification  of  School  Psy- 
chologist III  by  the  S.  C.  Department  of  Education. 

Dr.  Jerry  D.  Frey,  associate  professor  who  rotates  into 
the  position  of  department  chairman  with  the  start  of  the 
1987-88  session  next  fall,  has  five  years  of  PC  tenure.  He 
arrived  here  in  1982,  with  PhD  in  social  psychology  from 
the  University  of  Virginia,  after  seven  years  at  Clemson 
University. 

Rounding  out  the  department  staff  is  Dr.  Eugene  W. 
(Jake)  Jacobs.  Rejoined  the  faculty  as  an  assistant  profes- 
sor in  1984  following  PhD  work  specializing  in  marital  and 
family  therapy  at  Florida  State.

and  has  laboratory  facilities  on  the  third  floor  of  that  build- 
ing (an  area  previously  occupied  by  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  frater- 
nity). Here,  two  rooms  are  designed  for  counseling,  with 
two-way  mirrors  for  observing  activities  unobtrusively  and 
for  video  taping.  One  room  houses  animals,  primarily  rats, 
used  in  experiments.  There  also  is  space  for  experiments  in 
perception. 

Of  special  interest  to  Gaines  and  Jacobs  is  the  physio- 
logical psychology  lab  which  makes  use  of  the  computer- 
based  physiograph  they  built  and  reported  in  an  article  for 
the  journal  Teaching  of  Psychology.  Because  they  offered 
to  share  information  on  how  they  developed  both  hardware 
and  software,  this  article  has  drawn  requests  from  a 
number  of  other  small  colleges  unable  to  afford  more 
expensive  equipment. 

Dr.  Jacobs  utilizes  the  computer-based  physiograph  for 
his  applied  psychology  classes  on  stress  by  measuring  an 
individual's  changes  in  muscle  tension,  heart  rate,  and  skin 
resistance  and  temperature. 

More  recently,  an  EEG  pre-amplifier  and  electrode 
setup  was  added  as  a  component  of  the  computer-based 
physiograph  to  measure  brain  wave  activity.  Dr.  Gaines 
utilizes  this  setup  in  his  physiological  psychology  course 
and  in  lab  work. 

In  addition  to  the  research  articles  by  Gaines  and 
Jacobs,  Dr.  Frey  also  has  published  in  psychology  journals 
and  presented  papers  before  professional  organizations  in 
which  he  is  active.  Chairman  Gaines  feels  he  has  brought  an 
extra  dimension  of  scholarship  to  the  department. 

Dr.  Ann  Stidham's  contributions  to  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege as  teacher  and  counselor  received  recognition  through 
both  the  1979  Alumni  Distinguished  Teaching  Award  and 
the  1982  Outstanding  Service  Award  from  the  board  of 
visitors.  Now  she  seems  to  accelerate  the  pace,  having  last 
year  added  the  responsibility  of  part-time  college  counse- 
lor. She  also  has  been  a  consultant  on  gifted  and  remedial 
programs  for  the  Clinton  public  schools. 

One  of  her  most  time-consuming  assignments  in  recent

shows  Deborah  Churchill  a  graph  of  muscle  tension  levels. 


years  has  been  the  coordination  of  PC's  extensive  off- 
campus  internship  program.  Available  only  to  well-qualified 
seniors,  this  program  is  designed  to  place  each  individual 
within  his/her  area  of  career  interest  for  practical  expe- 
rience and  insights.  The  internship  extends  over  a  full  15- 
week  semester,  normally  during  the  spring  and  worked  into 
the  regular  class  schedule.  Most  students  do  three-semester- 
hour  internships— which  means  nine  hours  spent  in  the  off- 
campus  activity  two  or  three  afternoons  a  week— but  those 
training  as  guidance  counselors  are  on  a  12-semester-hour 
scale. 

"We  start  with  the  student's  professional  projective  and 
locate  an  internship  specific  to  his/her  higher  career  objec- 
tive," Dr.  Stidham  said. 

How  well  does  it  function?  Here  are  three  current 
examples: 

Jane  Brooks,  a  senior  from  Greensboro,  N.  C,  works 
with  patients  in  biofeedback,  relaxation  training  and  coun- 
seling at  the  Pain  Therapy  Center  of  the  Greenville  (S.C.) 
Hospital  System.  She  plans  one  day  to  operate  her  own 
stress  management  clinic. 

"Being  at  the  Pain  Therapy  Center  allowed  me  to  draw 
from  all  of  the  classroom  experience  and  apply  it  to  a  real- 
life  clinical  situation,"  she  said.  "I  learned  the  different 
relaxation  techniques,  used  with  or  without  biofeedback 
. . .  and  I  saw  how  different  behaviorist  counselors  approach 
and  treat  different  patients." 

Another  senior,  Jeff  Long  of  Ridgeway,  S.  C,  receives 
hands-on  training  at  Fairfield  Central  High  School 
( Winnsboro,  S.  C.)  as  a  prospective  guidance  counselor.  He 
gets  involved  with  individual  and  group  counseling  as  well 
as  teacher/ parent  conferences. 


"I  am  working  under  four  counselors  at  FCHS,"  Jeff 
pointed  out;  "therefore,  I've  gotten  first-hand  experience 
and  have  been  able  to  see  exactly  what  is  expected  of  a 
guidance  counselor  and  what  a  counselor's  role  is  in  the 
school  system.  My  internship  is  most  beneficial,  because 
the  practical  knowledge  I  gain  this  semester  cannot  be 
learned  in  any  classroom." 

Or  take  the  case  of  Susan  Wentz  of  Sandy  Springs, 
S.  C,  who  aspires  to  be  a  forensic  psychologist.  This  spring 
of  her  senior  year  she  has  been  assisting  in  the  office  of 
the  Laurens  Public  Offender  and  with  the  Laurens  County 
Commission  on  Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse. 

Susan  feels  that  "my  internship  has  been  invaluable  to 
me.  I  have  learned  so  much  about  myself. . .  learned  my 
weaknesses  and  strengths,  and  I  have  gained  confidence  to 
take  risks.  I  have  learned  that  if  I  can  be  myself,  everything 
else  will  follow  accordingly." 

These  student  are  three  of  the  Presbyterian  College  psy- 
chology majors  engaged  in  special  off-campus  internships 
during  the  spring  semester.  Six  other  seniors  this  spring  and 
two  last  fall  also  have  enrolled  in  the  program.  Two  psy- 
chology majors  with  business  minors  have  interned  with 
companies  in  Clinton  and  nearby  Greenwood.  Two  others 
with  interest  in  community  development  are  involved  with 
the  Laurens  County  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Clinton 
Uptown  Development  Association.  And  extending  the 
variety,  three  seniors  have  internships  with  agencies  provid- 
ing human  services  ranging  from  homebound  parent  train- 
ing to  intervention  with  troubled  adolescents. 

"In  addition  to  the  concentration  on  majors,  another 
aspect  of  the  psychology  program  is  the  growing  number  of 
students  from  other  departments  who  take  a  minor  in  psy- 
chology," Dr.  Gaines  said.  "For  example,  we  have  such 
combinations  with  those  majoring  in  business,  political 
science,  biology,  special  education  and  sociology.  It  seems 
to  work  out  very  well." 

The  number  of  students  committed  to  a  major  in  psy- 
chology has  now  risen  to  more  than  70.  And  they  are  joined 
by  the  classmates  seeking  a  minor  as  well  as  others  who 
choose  the  introductory  course  to  fulfill  the  social  science 
requirement.  Clearly,  these  factors  mean  that  psychology 
ranks  among  the  most  popular  programs  at  Presbyterian 
College. 


Mission  to  China 


Dan  Eckstein  and  wife  take  their  expertise  as  consulting 
psychologists  on  a  three-week  lecture  tour  sponsored  last 
year  by  the  Chinese  Commission  on  Economic  Development. 


Can  this  PC  alumnus  help  the 
Chinese  become  more  efficient? 
As  one  Presbyterian  College 
graduate  distinguishing  himself  in  the 
field  of  psychology,  Dan  Eckstein  '69 
presented  his  expertise  in  management 
psychology  to  China  last  year  on  a 
three-week  lecture  sponsored  by  the 
Chinese  Commission  on  Economic  De- 
velopment. He  and  psychologist  wife 
Carol  have  been  invited  back  for  a  se- 
ries of  seven  to  ten-day  seminars  in  1987. 
Dan  is  better  known  to  Blue  Hose 
fans  as  the  All-America  running  back 
who  was  drafted  by  Vince  Lombardi's 
Green  Bay  Packers.  But  he  has  carried 
the  psychology  ball  even  faster  and 
farther  in  a  career  that  receives  consid- 
erable recognition. 

After  earning  his  PhD  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  South  Carolina  in  1973,  he 
served  on  the  faculties  of  Virginia 
Intermont  College  and  Louisiana  Tech 
University  before  heading  west  to  Cali- 
fornia and  then  Hawaii.  Today  he 
engages  in  the  private  practice  of  psy- 
chology there  as  a  licensed  counseling 
and  consulting  psychologist  with  exten- 
sive training  in  human  resource  and 
development.  Recognition  as  a  diplo- 
mate  in  counseling  psychology  by  the 
American  Board  of  Professional  Psychol- 
ogy ranks  him  in  the  top  five  percent  of 
its  members.  His  writings  include  being 
co-author  of  five  books  and  50  articles 
on  personality  assessment  and  man- 
agement techniques.  The  latest  book, 
entitled  Improving  Management  Per- 
formance, is  a  practical  application  of 
behavioral  science  theory  for  organi- 
zations. 

Eckstein  also  makes  frequent  appear- 


ances as  a  motivational  speaker  at  con- 
ventions and  company  seminars.  In 
these  presentations  he  uses  his  athletic 
experiences  to  emphasize  the  effective- 
ness of  the  team  approach  to  problem- 
solving  in  all  areas  of  life. 

Two  years  ago  he  married  Dr.  Carol 
deAndrade,  also  a  practicing  psycholo- 
gist, and  they  are  situated  on  Kahului 
Maui,  Hawaii  (Suite  295,  33  Lono 
Ave.). 

After  Dan  and  Carol  Eckstein  re- 
turned from  their  lecture  trip  to  China 
last  year.  The  Maui  News  newspaper 
carried  an  extensive  feature  on  them  by 
writer  Jon  Woodhouse.  It  is  reprinted 
in  part  below: 

Two  Maui  psychologists  have  re- 
turned from  a  three-week  lecture 
tour  of  China,  where  they  gave 
their  hosts  ideas  on  how  to  handle 
rapid  change  and  gained  a  valuable 
insight  into  an  emerging,  global  power, 
with  close  to  a  fourth  of  the  Earth's 
population. 

Drs.  Daniel  and  Carol  Eckstein  were 
guests  of  the  Chinese  Commission  on 
Economic  Development — the  major  over- 
seer of  the  country's  economic  reform. 
They  went  as  members  of  the  Hawaii 
International  Institute,  which  provides 
management  consultant  skills  and  seeks 
to  promote  cross-cultural  exchange, 
and  were  invited  to  lecture  in  five  major 
cities  on  the  developing  field  of  man- 
agement psychology. 

As  guests  of  the  Chinese  C.E.D., 
they  were  accorded  VIP  treatment — 
chauffeured  about,  attending  state  ban- 
quets and  gaining  access  to  many  high 
officials. 


The  primary  concern  the  Ecksteins 
were  asked  to  address  was  how  the 
Chinese  might  best  handle  their  rapid 
growth;  "How  can  we  take  this  explo- 
sion in  our  technology  and  our  rising 
standard  of  living  and  somehow  retain 
the  essence  of  our  rich  Chinese  heritage 
and  roots?" 

The  question  surfaced  everywhere, 
Dan  says. 

"They  don't  know  how  to  manage 
change  and  they  want  to  learn  more 
about  the  behavioral  sciences.  I  would 
give  the  analogy  that  this  is  the  spring, 
and  metaphorically,  that's  how  we  felt 
China  was." 

Other  cultures  have  evolved  from 
spring  into  summer,  and  some  into  win- 
ter. China,  he  feels,  is  blossoming  with 
new  energy. 

Everywhere  they  went,  Dan  said, 
they  felt  what  he  called  "the  blossoms 
of  spring"  in  the  air.  "Carol  made  the 
observation,  'China  feels  like  Japan  in 
the  '60s.'  It  is  the  next  force,"  he  said. 

Another  analogy  that  Dan  used,  in 
concluding  some  talks,  was  the  idea  of 
imitating  an  accomplished  baseball  hit- 
ter: When  you  begin,  you  want  to  emu- 
late him,  so  you  copy  his  behavior.  But 
eventually,  you  have  to  develop  your 
own  batting  style. 

So,  while  China  initially  imitated 
Russia,  it  must  now  develop  its  own 
style. 

In  looking  to  the  West  as  a  model, 
Dan  cautioned  the  Chinese  to  "watch 
out  for  looking  at  our  system  as  'The 
Way.'" 

The  Chinese  are  sure  of  one  thing. 
They  never  again  want  to  experience 
the  horrors  of  the  Cultural  Revolution

of  the  1960s,  which  left  an  enormous 
scar  across  the  country. 

The  Ecksteins  discovered  a  ready  will- 
ingness to  accept  that  movement  as  a 
great  mistake. 

"At  the  highest  level,  they  are  ready 
to  admit  it,"  Carol  says.  "They  call  it 
'the  disaster.'  It's  fairly  unusual.  We  do 
not  call  our  mistakes  disasters;  we  basi- 
cally brush  them  under  the  carpet." 

Everyone  they  talked  to  had  "a  hor- 
ror story  of  that  period  of  time,"  she 
said.  "They  felt  they  lost  an  important 
decade.  There  was  a  feeling  that,  'we've 
made  a  mistake,  but,  boy,  are  we  going 
to  work  hard  to  make  sure  this  never 
happens  again.' 

"One  person  said,  'after  making  this 
incredible  mistake  as  a  country,  people 
wanted  to  know,  'why  did  it  happen?'" 

This  collective  soul-searching  pro- 
duced a  positive  result. 

"Mao  (Tse  Tung)  did  so  many  things, 
that  people  could  not  imagine  that  he 
could  make  a  mistake.  When  they  are 
looking  at  leaders  now,  there's  an 
intrinsic  understanding  that  they're 
human." 

Although  China  is  ruled  by  the  Com- 
munist Party,  not  everyone  becomes  a 
party  member. 

Dan  explains:  "We  found  that  it's 
considered  a  very  high  honor  to  join  the 
Communist  Party.  There  are  many 
more  applicants  than  people  accepted. 
It's  a  very  vigorous  process." 

Chinese  adopt  capitalistic  ideas 

Because  "the  communist  core  is  defi- 
nitely not  interested  in  all  the  material- 
istic things  that  the  West  has,"  Dan 
experienced  a  general  feeling  of  aus- 
terity in  the  country.  However,  the 
Chinese  have  recently  adopted  some 
capitalistic  ideas,  which  have  helped 
individuals  improve  economically. 

"Peasants  can  bring  their  produce  to 
the  marketplace  now.  This  has  created 
an  incredible  new  standard  of  living. 
You  can  see  color  TVs  out  in  huts 
because  people  are  making  money." 

Carol  was  fascinated  to  find  that  70 
percent  of  the  population  lives  on 
farms.  Because  the  standard  of  living  is 


rising  in  rural  areas,  "people  don't  go  to 
the  city  to  make  money  like  they  do  (in 
America).  So  they  are  solving  a  couple 
of  social  problems:  The  communities 
do  not  disappear  and  the  ecology  is 
respected." 

Salaries  average  $20  a  month  and  the 
economy  is  distinguished  by  a  uniform 
pay  scale. 

"There's  a  slogan,  'we  all  eat  from  the 
same  pot,'  and  by  that  they  meant — 
and  this  is  where  socialism  at  its  most 
extreme  may  be  at  its  finest  and  weak- 
est point — there's  very  little  wage  dis- 
crimination between  any  job." 

Dan  was  amazed  to  discover  their 
host  made  less  than  their  chauffeur 
"because  the  driver  could  also  get 
overtime." 

But  the  Chinese  are  beginning  to 
realize  their  economic  system  needs 
modifying. 

"They  are  just  beginning  to  fire  peo- 
ple, if  they  need  to  be  fired,  or  give  big 
bonuses,  or  relate  to  what  is  done  by 
the  amount  of  money,"  Carol  explains. 
"They're  beginning  to  realize,  maybe 
they  should  be  using  money  as  a  form 
of  motivation  and  incentive." 

In  their  lectures,  they  discussed  how 
factors  other  than  monetary  rewards 
affect  the  way  people  work — self-esteem, 
a  feeling  of  being  valued,  being  part  of 
a  team,  being  respected  and  being  able 
to  contribute  ideas. 

A  major  point  communicated  came 
from  John  Naisbitt's  book  "Mega- 
trends": A  high-tech  society  requires  a 
human  response  and  interaction,  or 
there  will  be  rejection. 

Lecturing  as  a  couple,  they  also 
shared  with  the  Chinese  the  concept  of 
equal  leadership  for  men  and  women. 

"We  were  modeling  male  and  female 
shared-leadership  as  a  new  paradigm, 
and  one  of  the  concepts  I  talked  about 
was  feminine  leadership,"  Dan  says.  He 
talked  about  how  "the  skills  of  nurtur- 
ing and  gentleness  that  have  often  been 
considered  not  appropriate  in  the  busi- 
ness world  are  the  skills  viewed  now  as 
most  needed  in  world  culture." 

The  Chinese  were  impressed  with 
what  they  heard.  The  Ecksteins  have 
been  invited  to  return  to  China  to  pre- 
sent a  series  of  seven-  to  10-day  seminars. 


Dan  believes  they  will  be  helping  to 
train  a  core  group  of  12  to  20  manage- 
ment consultants,  who  would  then  go 
out  and  train  others.  They  would  take 
business  and  economic  principles  and 
couple  them  with  psychological  and 
sociological  concepts. 

As  ambassadors  from  Hawaii,  the 
Ecksteins  found  "there's  a  definite  mys- 
tique about  the  Polynesian  culture,  and 
Maui  in  particular.  I  know  that's  why 
we  were  invited.  They  know  of  the  Chi- 
nese roots  here  on  our  island." 

To  host  officials  of  China 

With  the  help  of  the  Maui  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  the  Ecksteins  will  host  a 
visit  by  members  of  the  Commission  on 
Economic  Development  in  the  spring 
of  1987.  Chinese  officials  are  interested 
in  studying  the  history  of  economic 
development  in  Hawaii. 

"When  they  come  to  Hawaii,  they 
want  to  look  at  how  we  developed  this 
island,  and  maybe  there  are  some  peo- 
ple here  who  might  want  to  do  some 
joint  venture  capital  projects,"  Dan 
says. 

China  has  made  a  giant  leap  from  an 
old  feudal  empire  into  an  expanding 
industrial  power  in  a  very  short  time. 
The  communists  only  took  control  in 
1949. 

Learning  from  the  lessons  of  Russia, 
the  United  States  and  Japan,  China  is 
in  a  unique  position  as  a  second  child, 
able  to  adapt  the  best  of  these  cultures. 

The  Chinese  are  firmly  aware  that 
they  have  barely  begun  to  exert  influ- 
ence in  the  world,  and  Carol  discerned 
a  noticeable  level  of  excitement  among 
the  people. 

"Because  there's  been  so  much  artis- 
tic and  cultural  repression  for  so  long, 
one  has  the  sense  that  all  of  a  sudden, 
there's  going  to  be  an  explosion  in  cul- 
ture and  literature. 

"They  feel  it,  too,  and  there's  a  kind 
of  excitement  about  being  Chinese  now. 
They  know  this  is  the  place  where 
something's  going  to  happen." 


Noion  Carter  retires 
with  36  chemistry  years: 


"An  exacting  teacher  and  respected 
scholar  who  will  be  sorely  missed"

Upon  his  retirement  at  the  end  of  this 
session.  Dr.  K.  Nolon  Carter  completes  36 
outstanding  years  as  professor  of  chemistry 
and  department  chairman— the  longest- 
tenured  chemistry  teacher  in  PC  history. 

"Nolon  Carter  is  an  exacting  teacher  and 
respected  scholar  who  will  be  sorely  missed," 
President  Orr  said.  "Both  his  classroom 
work  and  published  research  have  enhanced 
the  academic  character  and  reputation  of 
this  college  in  many  notable  ways." 

Dr.  Carter  has  been  a  primary  force  in 
PC's  highly  esteemed  pre-medical  program 
which  finds  90  percent  of  the  candidates 
gaining  acceptance  into  medical  schools. 
His  chemistry  majors  also  have  received  fel- 
lowships for  post-graduate  studies  at  many 
prestigious  universities — including  Oxford — 
and  occupy  leadership  positions  in  industry 
and  education. 


His  research  efforts  have  resulted  in  16 
articles  published  in  leading  chemical  jour- 
nals, 15  papers  presented  before  the  South 
Carolina  Academy  of  Science  and  7  papers 
presented  at  national  or  regional  meetings 
of  the  American  Chemical  Society.  He  also 
produced  films  on  lab  techniques  distrib- 
uted by  the  Advisory  Council  on  College 
Chemistry,  and  he  collaborated  with  wife 
Eugenia  in  the  production  of  three  labora- 
tory manuals. 

Nolon  Carter  arrived  on  this  campus  in 
1951  immediately  after  earning  his  PhD 
degree  from  Vanderbilt  University.  After 
early  years  in  the  limited  facilities  of  Jacobs 
Hall,  he  helped  plan  the  chemistry  floor  of 
Richardson  Science  Hall  (occupied  in  1966) 
and  introduced  modern,  sophisticated  in- 
strumentation for  which  PC's  undergradu- 
ate lab  instruction  is  now  noted. 


When  the  national  Dana  Foundation 
endowed  distinguished  professorships  here 
in  1970,  Dr.  Carter  received  one  of  the  first 
two  designations  and  assumed  the  title 
Charles  A.  Dana  Professor  of  Chemistry. 
He  received  the  Alumni  Distinguished  Teach- 
ing Award  in  1973  and  shared  with  Mrs. 
Carter  the  1986  Board  of  Visitors  Outstand- 
ing Service  Award. 

Mrs.  Eugenia  G.  Carter,  also  retiring  at 
this  time,  has  been  an  able  science  teacher 
who  served  PC  intermittently  over  the  years 
as  a  part-time  and  full-time  assistant  profes- 
sor. Her  ability  to  handle  specific  classroom 
responsibilities  in  chemistry,  physics  and 
geology  has  made  her  a  versatile  and  valued 
faculty  member.  President  Orr  said. 

Although  he  now  becomes  professor 
emeritus,  Nolon  Carter  plans  to  continue 
his  research  in  facilities  provided  for  him. 


Huff  to  chair  chemistry  department 


A  colleague  of  25  years  succeeds  Nolon 
Carter  as  chemistry  department  chairman. 

He  is  Dr.  Randolph  B.  Huff,  Gallant 
Professor  of  Chemistry,  who  joined  the 
faculty  in  1962  and  has  worked  with  Dr. 
Carter  in  research  projects  and  in  helping  to 
strengthen  the  department's  program. 

An  Anderson  County  native  with  PhD 
degree  from  Clemson  University,  Randy 
Huff  came  to  the  PC  campus  from  his  posi- 
tion as  an  industrial  chemist  with  the 
duPont  Co.  in  Camden,  S.  C.  He  was  pro- 
moted to  full  professor  in  1976  and  received 
the  designation  of  Gallant  Professor  when 


this  chair  was  endowed  in  1981  to  honor 
late  LaGrange  (Ga.)  businessman  Jimmy 
Gallant  and  wife  Louise — a  past  and  a  cur- 
rent trustee  of  this  college. 

While  primarily  a  teacher.  Dr.  Huff  also 
is  recognized  for  his  independent  research. 
He  has  twice  presented  papers  before  na- 
tional meetings  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society,  made  presentations  to  regional 
ACS  sessions  and  appeared  before  assem- 
blies of  the  South  Carolina  Academy  of 
Science.  In  1983,  he  was  invited  to  give  a 
seminar  on  his  manganese-related  research 
at  the  annual  chemistry  seminars  held 


Teaching  award  cites  Dorothy  Brandt 


The  Alumni  Distinguished  Teaching  Award 
for  1987  honors  Dr.  Dorothy  P.  Brandt  as 
she  completes  her  20th  year  on  the  PC 
faculty. 

Bestowed  annually  upon  a  professor  by 
the  Presbyterian  College  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, the  award  is  presented  "in  grateful 
recognition  of  and  appreciation  for  skill  as  a 
classroom  teacher,  reflecting  both  schol- 
arship and  concern  for  the  individual  stu- 
dent."

tary education  to  complement  the  existing 
program  in  secondary  education.  She  be- 
came department  chairman  two  years  later 
and  has  given  careful  oversight  to  its  overall 
program  that  includes  both  the  elementary 
and  special  education  fields  in  addition  to 
her  secondary  curriculum.  In  1973,  she 
received  the  board  of  visitors'  Outstanding 
Service  Award. 

A  native  of  Walhalla,  S.  C,  Dottie  Brandt 
received  her  BS  degree  from  Newberry  Col- 
lege before  earning  her  master's  and  PhD 
degrees  from  the  University  of  Texas.

by  the  University  of  Thessaloniki,  one 
of  Greece's  foremost  schools  with  40,000 
enrollment.

Dr.  Dale  O.  Rains,  professor  of  drama 
and  speech,  whose  20-year  tenure  here  dates 
back  to  1967  and  whose  credentials  include 
his  PhD  from  Louisiana  State  University; 

And  Dr.  Rachel  W.  Stewart,  professor  of 
English,  with  14  years  of  service  here  since 
1973  and  her  PhD  from  the  University  of 
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Colorado.  Both  she  and  Hudson  are  recipi- 
ents of  the  Distinguished  Teaching  Award 
presented  annually  by  the  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege Alumni  Association. 

In  addition,  the  trustees  approved 
the  recommendation  that  Dr.  Thomas  P. 
Weaver  receive  promotion  from  assistant  to 
associate  professor  of  political  science.  Now 
completing  his  fifth  year  on  the  PC  faculty, 
he  also  is  being  granted  tenure  by  official 
board  action.  He  holds  the  PhD  from  the 
University  of  Cincinnati. 

Fees  increase  for  1987-88  session 

Although  the  total  cost  of  attending  PC 
next  year  increases  to  $9,525,  this  tab  re- 
mains below  the  average  of  similar  private 
colleges.

"We  are  deeply  committed  to  offering 
each  student  a  quality  education  with  a  fac- 
ulty dedicated  to  teaching,"  President  Orr 
said  in  his  letter  to  parents.  "In  order  to 
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maintain  our  student-faculty  ratio  of  15- 
to-1,  we  are  adding  three  new  positions  to 
the  faculty  for  1987-88.  In  September  we 
expect  to  rededicate  a  completely  renovated 
Jacobs  Hall  as  a  new  academic  center. 
Other  academic  improvements  are  projected 
for  the  future  in  our  new  long-range  plan  . . . 
"Each  year  Presbyterian  College  evalu- 
ates data  from  a  12-college  panel  composed 
of  institutions  of  similar  size  and  mission. 
Our  new  fee  structure  is  well  below  the 
average  of  their  proposed  charges.  This 
represents  our  continuing  concern  to  offer 


the  best  possible  education  in  a  cost  effec- 
tive way." 

And  he  added:  "We  are  ready  to  assist  all 
students  with  demonstrated  financial  need 
to  attend  Presbyterian  College." 

President  Orr  also  pointed  out  that  PC's 
operating  budget  for  next  year  will  be 
almost  $13  million  while  income  generated 
from  student  fees  will  amount  to  $9  million. 
The  difference  will  come  from  endowment 
earnings,  gifts  from  alumni,  friends,  par- 
ents, churches  and  corporations,  and  from 
auxiliary  enterprises. 


Quattlebaum  awards  head  scholarships 


Presbyterian  College's  two  full-cost  Quat- 
tlebaum Honor  Scholarships,  valued  at 
approximately  $36,000  each,  go  this  year  to 
Christian  Lindstrom  of  Charleston,  S.  C, 
and  Jeff  Esslinger  of  Stone  Mountain,  Ga. 
These  topflight  high  school  seniors  were 
chosen  from  among  237  candidates  from 
seven  states  entered  in  the  1987  competi- 
tion. The  field  was  narrowed  to  132  semi- 
finalists  who  visited  the  campus  and  then  to 
15  finalists  before  the  selection  committee 
made  its  decision  based  on  academic  merit 
and  leadership  potential.

That's  the  mark  already  achieved  by  the 
seniors  on  the  strength  of  1 13  gifts  totaling

wood-frame  campus  bell  tower,  one  of  PC's 
most  historic  items. 

Listed  in  the  National  Register  of  His- 
toric Places,  this  lattice-work  tower  houses 
the  symbolic  bell  which  once  rang  for 
classes  at  the  high  school  academy  before  it 
evolved  into  the  college  in  1880.  The  bell 
moved  with  PC  to  a  site  beside  a  newly 
erected  Recitation  Hall  (1886-1906)  adja- 
cent to  Thornwell  Orphanage  and  then  to 
its  present  location  near  Neville  Hall.  Here 
it  served  for  more  than  40  years  as  a 
call  to  class  before  the  buzzer  system  was

installed  after  World  War  II.  The  bell  also 
was  sounded  to  herald  Blue  Hose  athletic 
victories.

Gaines  receives  accolade  of  Dana  Professor 
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Dr.  Charles  T.  Gaines,  veteran  of  22  years 
on  the  faculty,  has  been  designated  the 
Charles  A.  Dana  Professor  of  Music  in  rec- 
ognition of  his  scholarship  and  teaching 
ability. 

His  selection  for  this  distinguished  pro- 
fessorship 

was  announced  by  President  Orr  in  these 
words: 

"Charles  Gaines  has  served  Presbyterian 
College  with  extraordinary  effectiveness  for 
22  years.  In  addition  to  his  teaching,  he  also 
has  served  as  director  of  the  PC  Choir  and 
for  many  years  was  chairman  of  the  fine  arts 
department.  1  am  pleased  that  we  now  can 
recognize  his  splendid  career  with  this 
special  designation  as  a  Charles  A.  Dana 


Professor.  He  joins  a  select  group  of  five 
senior  faculty  members  at  PC  who  have  the 
distinction  of  being  Dana  Professors  on  this 
campus." 

Dr.  Gaines  replaces  the  retiring  Dr.  K. 
Nolon  Carter  in  this  Dana  circle. 

The  program  of  Dana  Professorships 
was  established  here  in  1970  through  an 
endowment  gift  by  the  Charles  A.  Dana 
Foundation  in  honor  of  the  noted 
philanthropist-industrialist-lawyer. 

Charles  Gaines  joined  the  PC  faculty  in 
1965,  at  the  time  the  college  expanded  its 
fine  arts  offerings  into  a  full  department 
along  with  the  move  into  full  coeducation. 
As  pianist,  organist  and  choirmaster,  he 
built  the  program  with  additions  in  class- 


room theory  and  techniques  as  well  as  pri- 
vate instruction.  The  PC  Choir  under  his 
direction  has  extended  its  reputation  with 
appearances  throughout  the  eastern  United 
States  and  in  Europe,  and  his  colorful  Mad- 
rigal Singers  now  have  a  popular  21-year 
tradition  of  "merrie  olde  England"  dinner- 
concerts. 

A  native  of  Peoria,  111.,  Gaines  received 
both  his  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  in 
piano  from  Illinois  Wesleyan  University 
and  his  doctorate  in  conducting  from  the 
School  of  Sacred  Music  of  Union  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  in  New  York.  In  addition  to 
his  teaching  and  choral  duties  at  PC,  he 
served  13  years  (1970-83)  as  fine  arts 
department  chairman.

Wiley  Adams,  premier  performer  of  Blue 
Hose  basketball  for  the  past  four  years, 
made  the  NAIA  All-America  first  team  at 
the  close  of  the  recent  season. 

The  6-5  senior  from  Jacksonville,  Fla., 
also  was  chosen  District  6  "player  of  the 
year"  for  the  second  straight  year  and  joined 
major  college  stars  on  the  All-South  Caro- 
lina squad.

A  starter  here  for  four  years,  Adams

Florence  Blakely  retires  from  Duke  University  library 


Two  years  ago  Duke  University  appointed  Florence 
Blakely  '43  as  Acting  University  Librarian  to  direct  for 
an  interim  period  one  of  the  foremost  university  collec- 
tions in  the  South.  It  was  the  culmination  of  a  38-year 
tenure  that  earned  much  distinction  before  closing 
with  retirement  last  December. 

Florence's  interest  in  this  field  developed  while 
working  as  a  student  library  assistant  at  Presbyterian 
College  enroute  to  her  BA  degree  (summa  cum  laude) 
in  1943.  After  two  years  with  the  Greenville  (S.C.) 
Public  Library,  she  joined  the  staff  of  Duke's  Perkins 
Library  in  1948  when  she  went  there  for  master's 
degree  study.  Miss  Blakely  became  Head  of  Reference 
eight  years  later  and  in  1979  was  elevated  to  the 
position  of  Assistant  University  Librarian  for  Collec- 
tion Development.  That  assignment  she  held  until 
retirement. 

An  extensive  tribute  to  her  in  a  recent  library  news- 
letter included  these  words:  "Not  only  was  Florence 
Blakely  held  in  high  regard  and  her  work  valued  at 
Duke  University,  but  she  also  earned  the  respect  of 
reference  librarians  across  the  nation.  In  American 
Library  Association  circles  her  services  have  been 
sought  eagerly.  Early  she  was  recognized  as  one  who 
would  accept  professional  responsibilities  and  get  the 
job  done."

Presbyterian  College  lost  one  of  its 
strongest  friends  and  benefactors 
with  the  death  of  trustee  Alexander

He  served  on  the  PC  governing 
board  for  13  years,  more  than  half 
of  that  time  as  finance  committee 
chairman.

Alex  Quattlebaum  founded  the 
Harllee-Quattlebaum  Construction 
Co.  of  Florence,  S.  C,  served  as  its 
president  and  then  board  chairman. 


A  Clemson  College  graduate  with 
master's  degree  in  engineering  from 
Cornell  University,  he  taught  at 
Clemson  before  entering  business 
and  later  served  for  16  years  on  its 
board  of  trustees.  He  also  was  a 
trustee  on  the  State  College  Board 
and  was  awarded  an  honorary 
doctor  of  humanities  degree  by 
Francis  Marion  College.

Scholarships  for  budding  journalists 


Endowment  gifts  totaling  $100,062  from  Miss  Margaret 
Barron  and  Mrs.  L.  Gregory  (Alice  Barron)  Pearce, 
both  of  Columbia,  have  established  at  Presbyterian  College 
the  Lucie  Barron  Gonzales  and  N.  G.  Gonzales  Scholarship 
to  assist  worthy  students  interested  in  journalism. 

In  making  the  announcement  today.  President  Kenneth 
B.  Orr  said  the  fund  memorializes  a  founder  and  first  editor 
of  The  State  newspaper  and  his  wife.  Dr.  Orr  added: 

"We  are  especially  pleased  over  this  program  because  of 
PC's  longstanding  close  relationships  with  the  Barron  fam- 
ily and  with  our  state's  largest  newspaper.  The  fund  also 
fills  a  need  to  encourage  the  journalistic  aspirations  of  stu- 
dents at  this  college,  which  numbers  many  excellent  jour- 
nalists among  its  alumni.  At  the  same  time,  it  will  perpetu- 
ate in  the  lives  of  future  generations  the  public-service 
philosophy  of  these  two  outstanding  South  Carolinians." 

Mrs.  Lucie  Barron  Gonzales  was  the  aunt  of  scholar- 
ship donors  Margaret  Barron  and  Alice  Barron  Pearce. 
Born  in  Manning — the  daughter  of  Alice  Witherspoon  and 
attorney  Benjamin  Pressley  Barron — she  was  state  librarian 
at  the  time  of  her  1901  marriage  to  N.  G.  Gonzales,  and  she 
served  as  vice  president  and  a  director  of  The  State  for  a 
number  of  years  before  her  death  in  1936. 

Narciso  Gener  Gonzales  (1858-1903)  was  first  editor 
and  manager  of  The  State  after  he  and  brother  Ambrose 
founded  the  paper.  Their  parents  were  General  Ambrosio 
Gonzales,  a  leader  in  the  first  revolution  for  Cuban  inde- 
pendence, and  Beaufort  native  Harriet  Rutledge  Elliott. 

In  establishing  the  Lucie  Barron  Gonzales  and  N.  G. 
Gonzales  Scholarship,  the  two  benefactors  indicated  their 
desire  to  help  preserve  the  fundamental  values  of  good 
journalism  by  assisting  worthy  students  who  plan  to  pursue 
a  career  in  this  field. 


Miss  Margaret  Barron  attended  Queens  College  and 
Columbia  Commercial  College.  She  worked  for  35  years 
for  the  S.  C.  Health  and  Environmental  Control  Depart- 
ment until  her  retirement  in  1975.  She  is  a  member  of 
Columbia's  Shandon  Presbyterian  Church. 

Mrs.  Alice  Barron  Pearce  graduated  from  Queens  Col- 
lege, then  taught  art  in  the  Columbia  city  schools  for  sev- 
eral years  until  her  1946  marriage  to  Llewellyn  Gregory 
Pearce.  Prior  to  his  death  in  1984,  he  served  for  34  years  as 
organist  with  the  Eastminster  Presbyterian  Church,  where 
she  is  still  a  member.  Of  their  two  children,  son  L.  Gregory 
Pearce,  Jr.,  earned  his  BS  degree  from  PC  in  1970  and  is 
now  director  of  Crafts  Farrow  State  Hospital.  Daughter 
Alice  Barron,  a  Converse  College  graduate,  holds  a  posi- 
tion with  Greenville's  CRS  Sirrine  Co. 

Mrs.  Lucie  Barron  Gonzales  had  seven  brothers,  and 
three  of  these  families  have  close  ties  with  Presbyterian 
College.  One  brother.  Dr.  William  R.  Barron — the  father 
of  Margaret  Barron — served  on  the  board  of  trustees  here 
for  many  years  and  his  son,  the  late  Rev.  Narciso  Gonzales 
Barron,  graduated  from  PC  in  1933. 

Brother  Frank  Eugene  Barron  was  the  father  of  Alice 
Barron  Pearce  and  grandfather  of  alumnus  L.  Gregory 
Pearce,  Jr.  And  another  of  Lucie's  brothers,  Archibald  I. 
Barron,  sent  the  youngest  of  his  three  sons  to  Presbyterian 
College  for  pre-medical  preparation.  Dr.  WilUam  T.  Bar- 
ron earned  his  degree  in  1930  and  continues  to  live  in 
Columbia  as  a  retired  urologist. 

So  the  family  ties  with  Presbyterian  College  go  deep. 
And  there  have  been  other  close  connections  with  The  State 
through  alumnus  John  A.  Montgomery,  former  managing 
editor  who  also  edited  the  Record,  and  late  publisher  S.  L. 
Latimer,  Jr.,  who  served  on  the  PC  board  of  visitors. 


Tribute  to  Judge  Joe  Eaton 

Joe  Eaton's  portrait  now  hangs  in  the  United  States  Courthouse  in  Miami. 

A  special  presentation  of  his  portrait  last  year  honored  this  distinguished  1945 
Presbyterian  College  graduate  to  mark  his  move  from  Chief  Judge  to  Senior  Judge  of 
the  U.S.  District  Court,  Southern  District  of  Florida.  It's  not  exactly  retirement  from 
his  lifetime  appointment  but  rather  a  slower  pace  at  his  own  discretion. 

The  occasion — loaded  with  judiciary  notables — praised  Eaton  for  more  than  40 
years  of  service  as  a  combat  pilot  in  World  War  II  and  the  Korean  War,  as  state 
senator  and,  primarily,  as  judge.  Joe  Eaton  spent  nine  years  in  the  position  of  Dade 
County  Circuit  Court  judge  prior  to  his  1967  appointment  to  the  federal  bench.  He 
became  Chief  Judge  in  1982. 

In  citing  his  career  at  the  portrait-presentation,  colleagues  repeatedly  spoke  of 
these  attributes:  "His  tremendous  integrity  for  the  offices  he  has  held  has  been 
intermingled  with  a  warm  personality  and  splendid  sense  of  humor  ...  He  is  a  judge 
to  whom  integrity  means  not  only  completeness,  honesty  and  uprightness,  but  also 
the  acceptance  of  a  code  of  conduct  and  the  governing  of  one's  life  by  that  code."

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Glen  Browder  '65: 


Now  serving  in  Alabama  state  office 

Alumnus  Glen  Browder  now  presides  as  Alabama  Secretary  of  State  after 
riding  his  darkhorse  candidacy  to  a  surprise  election  victory  against  1-8  odds 
last  year. 

He  defeated  a  veteran  votegetter  in  the  Democratic  primary.  That  was  the 
biggest  hurdle — achieved  through  his  "Alabama  Apple  Corps"  campaign  that 
put  him  in  the  mold  of  a  modern-day  Johnny  Appleseed,  scattering  seeds  of 
introduction  and  his  platform  for  improving  the  performance  of  that  office. 
Then,  by  the  time  the  general  election  arrived,  he  had  received  the  editiorial 
endorsement  of  most  of  the  state's  leading  newspapers.  He  swept  past  the 
Republican  opposition. 

Although  a  native  of  Sumter,  S.  C,  Glen  Browder  is  no  stranger  to  Ala- 
bama. After  receiving  his  BS  degree  in  history  from  Presbyterian  College  in 
1965,  he  went  on  to  earn  his  political  science  PhD  at  Emory  University  and 
joined  the  faculty  of  Jacksonville  (Ala.)  State  University  in  1971.  Combining 
teaching  with  practical  politics  in  recent  years,  he  won  election  to  the  state 
House  of  Representatives.  And  that  set  the  stage  for  his  1986  campaign  for 
Secretary  of  State.  A  recent  issue  of  the  Alabama  Magazine  commented: 

"For  those  who  had  kept  an  eye  on  Browder's  track  record,  the  upset  was 
not  so  surprising.  The  44-year-old  political  science  professor  at  Jacksonville 
State  has  proven  his  salt  in  his  freshman  and  only  term  as  legislator.  The  career 
ladder  plan  for  teachers  he  sponsored  drew  statewide  attention,  whipped  up  the 
winds  of  controversy  and,  through  much  tenacious  effort,  was  approved  in 
1985.  Browder's  tireless  crusades  for  election  reform  and  to  aid  victims  of  crime 
also  helped  cataput  him  into  the  public's  awareness . . .  Nevertheless,  at  the 
beginning  of  his  bid  for  Secretary  of  State,  Browder's  name-recognition  quo- 
tient lagged  way  behind  that  of  his  Democratic  opponent." 

One  reason  he  wanted  the  broader  office  is  because  it  provides  a  better 
launching  pad  for  his  ideas  on  election  reform.  And  he  also  plans  to  continue  to 
fight  for  his  other  pet  project,  education  reform. 

Glen  Browder  has  been  given  a  four-year  leave  from  his  faculty  duties  at 
Jacksonville  State  to  concentrate  on  the  full-time  responsibility  of  his  new 
office.  It  also  means  a  change  of  address  to  the  capital  city  of  Montgomery, 
where  he  and  wife  Becky  may  be  reached  at  1 1  South  Union  St. 

Immediately  after  taking  charge  as  Secretary  of  State,  Browder  made  a  hit 
with  some  of  his  former  legislative  colleagues  by  initiating  a  most  unusual 
proposal:  He  asked  for  5  percent  less  money  in  next  year's  budget  than  the 
office  had  received  the  previous  year.  Such  action  will  be  needed  in  other  offices 
to  avoid  higher  taxes  or  reduced  services. 
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
